WASHINGTON, Sept. 18—(UP) 


—President Roosevelt clearly Indi- 
cated to a Constitution Day audi- 
ence and to the nation today that 
he intends to fight for changes in 
the supreme court. Shortly before 
his voice was carried to the nation 
by radio in an attack on the high 
tribunal, the White House an- 
nounced that he would 
embark 


next week on a trip to the west 
coast that will carry him through 
or near the states of the three 
leading opponents in the senate of 
his court enlargement program. 


He followed onto the air, two of 


his cabinet members — Secretary 
of Agriculture Henry A. Wallace 
and Secretary of Interior Harold 
L. Ickes — who likevtiae attacked 
the supreme court. 


Question Not Dead 


Though the chief executive did 


not express his intentions in con- 
crete, specific language, observers 
had no doubt after his speech that 
the supreme court question had 
not been killed when toe senate de- 
feated his bill l&fflnf ?or*lts En- 
largement. 


"Contrary to the belief of many 


Americans," Mr. Roosevelt Bald, 
"the 
Constitution says 
nothing 


about any power of the court to 
declare legislation unconstitution- 
al; nor does it mention the number 
of judges for the court . . . 


"You 
will find no justification 


in any of the language of the Con- 
stitution for delay in the reform 
which the mass of the American 
people now demand." 


Mr. Roosevelt's attack on the 


court was largely historic — on its 
alleged failure to keep abrfeast of 
the desires and aspirations of the 
people. That he still regards a 
change in the mechanism of its 
functioning as Immediately essen- 
tial, despite the senate 
rejection 


of h(a enlargement proposal, was 
seen in his statement that a crisis 
exists at the present time which 
demands immediate action. 


Climaxes Oratory 


He spoke at the base of the 


Washington monument to an audi- 
ence that filled Sylvan theatre, and 
to an audience of millions that 
heard him on the combined coast- 
to-coast radio networks. 
It was 


the climax of two days of oratory 
commemorating the 150th anni- 
versary of the Constitution in 
which statesmen of aJl political 
concepts expressed their views of 
the document. 
Sen. William E. 


Borah spoke Thursday night. Last 
night, Sen. Burton K. Wheeler, a 
leading foe of the president's en- 
largement plan, also was on the 
airways. In every city and every 
state, speakers discussed the fun-

CHINESE ATTACK 
AS RAIN DELAYS 
TOKYO'S 
FORCES 


SHANGHAI, Sept. 18—(UP) — 


Chinese soldiers, vigorously 
de- 


veloping a series of 
counter-at- 


tacks, struck hard at all sectors 
on the Shanghai front today. 


Rain, which immobilized Japan- 


ese tanks and airplanes, coincided 
with 
a national day of mourn- 


ing—sixth anniversary of the Jap- 
anese occupation of Manchuria, in 
1931, symbolizing the seizure of 
rich Manchuria from China. 


The rain and the mourning day 


combined to send the 
Chinese 


troops in force against all Japan- 
ese positions. 


As they attacked, scores of mil- 


lions of people throughout China 
stood for two minutes in silence in 
the streets at noon, commemorat- 
ing the Mukden anniversary, and 
took an oath: 


"To support the government, to 


support our leaders, to sacrifice all 
and to resist the common enemy 
to the utter end." 


As the ferocious attacks of the 


once-despised Chinese army mark- 
ed the 
difference 
between the 


army of today and the 
army 


of the 
1932 war, 50 the 
na- 


tional oath taking marked the uni- 
fication of the country's 400,000,- 
000 people against Japin. 


The Japanese had suspected that 


the Mukden anniversary would be 
made the occasion for counter-at- 
tack, and their field artillery laid 
down a heavy barrage. The Chin- 
ese attacked 
nevertheless, 
and 


their reports from the front said 
that the Japanese fire was almost 
without effect.

HIGH PRICE 


Chicago Board of Trade Believes Threatened 


"Cornering" of Market Has Been Averted 


JURY TO DECIDE 


DAMAGE ACTION 


Elsea Case To Be Submitted 


Saturday Afternoon 


CHICAGO. Sept. 18—(UP)—Action by the Chicago 


Board of Trade to fight off a threatened "corner" of the 
American corn market today appeared to be succeeding. 


As traders prepared for today's half-day session, they 


hoped that more grain would be released by heavy long 
holders as requested by the business conduct committee of 
the exchange. 


Yesterday, after it was reported that the committee 


had asked longs to release part of the holdings to "shorts" 
and avoid a serious market*>' 
disturbance, more than 1,- 
000,000 bushels were sold as 
prices climbed to $1.1694, a new 
high. 


Cargill Grain company, Minnea- 


polis, said to be the largest hold- 
er of corn and futures contracts 
for September delivery, was re- 
ported to have agreed to release 
some of its holdings, but only at 
the highest prices. 


Two Firms Battle 


The present situation arose sev- 


eral days ago when it became 
known that Cargill was the largest 
single holder of long interests and 
was reported in a "grudge fight" 
with Farmers' 
National 
Grain 


Corporation, Chicago, for control 
'of the marltet. Farmers' National 
government-subsidized 
co-opera- 


tive, was reported to be the lead- 
ing short interest. 


Contracts still to be filled by 


delivery of September corn — the 
last of the 1936 crop — call for 
more than 13,000,000 bushels of 
corn while less than 3,000,000 bush- 
els remain from the last year's 
crop. 


Grain experts believed that the 


danger would be completely erased 
early next week after trades have 
had the week-end to balance ac- 
counts and prepare to make settle- 
ments. 


Officials of the Commodity Ex- j 


change Administration have fought 
against 
the 
"corner" together 


with the Board of Trade but so far 
have taken no action. 


It was announced yesterday in 


Washington that if evidence is un- 
covered to prove manipulation of 
the market in the present crisis, 
the C. E. A. will act. 


The most serious disciplinary 


threat held out to traders in the 
present battle of longs and shorts 
was that of expulsion or suspen- 
sion from the Board of Trade, a 
threat made by the exchange In an 
effort to force shorts to settle 
their commitments before Sept. 27 
and so hald the attempted "cor- 
ner."

expected weight loss occurs in a 
day or two. This is especially seen 
in the added weight that accumu- 
lates about the time of the change 
in life in women.

monthly period also women are 
(ikely to store water and gain a 
few pounds: during the menopause 
this is exaggerated, and the in- 
creased weight la at least partly 
water retention. 


In certain other conditions such 


as migraine (sick headache) and 
some of the convulsive 
states, 


water retention has been suggest- 
ed as a cause of the attacks. 


The use of diuretics—medicines 


which stimulate the kidneys to ac- 
tion—might seem a logical way to 
accomplish water loss. 
But the 


diuretics are unreliable and un- 
necessary because we can arrange 
a diet which will accomplish the 
same purpose just as well. For In- 
stance, liver is a good diuretic, 
and can be given in the form of 
liver extract, the same as that 
used In pernicious anemia, for this 
effect. 


In 
general 
the 
carbohydrate 


foods—sugars and starches—favor 
water retention. So do fats, espe- 
cially if eaten in combination with 
the starches and sugars. The pro- 
teins, on the other hand, tend to 
free water and are anti-retentional. 
Salt la likely to aid water reten- 


tion and Is therefore restricted to 
some extent. And naturally liquids 
arc restricted. 


An anti-rctcntlonal diet is tuilt 


along these principles: 


Dnily Allowance 


PROTKINS— About 1 gram per 


pound of body weight—roughly 4 
to 5 ounces for a person of aver- 
age weight. 


CARBOHYDRATES—About 1 to 


2 grams per pound of body weight 
—roughly 5 to 10 ounces a day for 
a person of average weight. 


FATS—Are fixed at about an 


ounce and a half a day. 


MINERALS — Salt restricted. 


Sometimes a salt free diet is used. 
No salt in cooking and only a small 
amount added at the table. 


LIQUIDS — Are 
restricted 
to 


about a quart or a quart and a 
half a day. This includes coffee, 
tea and other beverages as well as 
water. 


VITAMINS—Are freely utilized, 


but only in their natural state— 
fruits, eggs, cheese, milk, butter, 
cereals. Concentrated preparations 
can be used. 


This works out as follows in 


rough household measures: 


PROTEINS — An egg contain* 


about one-third ounce of protein. 
Veal, lamb, white meat of chicken, 
steak has about an ounce of pro- 
tein tn a portion 4 inches by 3 
inches by one-half inch thick. Beef, 
lamb, tongue, ham and mutton a 
little less on account of the fat. 
Two ounces of liver contains about 
one-fifth ounce of protein. 


CARBOHYDRATES—Most veg- 


etables have a little less than an 
ounce 
of 
carbohydrate to 
the 


pound. 
Beans, peas, lima beans, 


a r t i c h o k e s , squash, pumpkin, 
onions, turnips and fruits have 
about twice that much.

The station and train were 
wrecked, and though the Ashwells 
miraculously escaped serious hurt, 
Esther developed symptoms that 
led her parents to rush her back to 
England without delay. 


The reports ot the specialists 


were on the whole reassuring, pro- 
vided great care was exercised, and 
the fear of insanity was quickly 
dispelled. But she contracted most 
of the habits characteristic of In- 
fantile neurosis, and In particular 
a marked susceptibility to terror.

dowing her with a quick sympathy 
and fine perception quite alien to 
her commonly rather stolid family. 


She made an admirable chate- 


laine and hostess. She treated her 
servants with an unassuming fa- 
miliarity which cost her no dignity, 
and they repaid her with affection- 
ate devotion and unstinting service. 
The domestic atmosphere at The 
Wilderness was easy and without 
strain. 
People liked the pleasant 


informality of the household, which 
was Indeed a kind of Liberty Hall. 
Friends of the Kennedys were en- 
couraged to drop In whenever they 
liked, whether the family was at 
home or not, to play on the put- 
ting green, knock the balls about 
In the billiard room, or to take a 
book to a deck chair on the lawn. 


There were regular parties, too: 


tennis parties, bridge parties, din- 
ners, Esther, with her vivid energy, 
was the inspiration of these occa- 
sions, but Tim played his part- 
quietly in the background, a little 
overshadowed by his wife, but al- 
ways ready for a chat with anyone 
who offered, or to play whatever 
game was going forward. Apart 
from chess, he had hardly played 
any games before he was 30. but 
he made himself expert at the dy- 
ing pastime of croquet, an ex- 
cellent doubles partner at tennis 
(he was too slow to be much use 
in singles}, and a successful bridge 
player—cautious tn bidding, slow 
and methodical in play, but capable 
of strokes of boldness generally 
successful by virtue of their unex- 
pectedness. 
He brought the same 


qualities to his chess, and his ex- 
treme patience and will to win 
usually gained him victory in his 
battles with Dr. Arkwright, a more 
brilliant but over impetuous play- 
er, who was his only serious rival 
among the people he met. 


The years slipped quietly by 


without giving any sense of the 
passage 
of time. 
There 
were 


changes in the town—Fiddian re- 
tired In 1932, selling his practice 
to a man of the name of Mower. 
Kennedy did not like Mower—he 
considered him an upstart who 
threw his weight about far more 
than was justified by his very ordi- 
nary qualifications—but his posi- 
tion was too well assured for him 
to fear any serious competition for 
the time. 
He was happy, secure, 


and able to contemplate the future 
with equanimity.

single family house s'nould have a 
frontage of at least 50 feet and a 
depth approximately two to two 
am; a half times its width. A nar- 
row lot prevents privacy, and one 
that is too long is unhandy and ex- 
pensive to improve and maintain. 
If a rolling site is chosen, care 
should he taken to find a house 
plan that will adapt itself to that 
ground. 
If the ground is low, it 


will be found expensive to have it 
filled in, and there may be danger 
of poor foundations and wet cel- 
lars. 


Adequate Utilities 


Neighboring houses must be con- 


sidered and care taken that a ga- 
rage or kitchen is not so planted 
as to be a nuisance. 
Advantage 


should be taken of such natural 
features as fine trees and attrac- 
tive views, and the house planned 
to fit the lot, wth general climate, 
prevailing breezes, and sunlight re- 
garded. The ground must be prop- 
erly drained. 


The adequacy of the utilities and 


street improvements should be 
carefully checked, and the pros- 
pective buyer should 
ascertain 


whether such improvements will 
be paid for in yearly assessments 
or whether they are included in 
the purchase price of the lot. 
The taxes to which the property 
is liable should also be checked. 


Consider Schools 


Transportation facilities and the 


availability of shopping centers, 
schools, and churches is an impor- 
tant consideration. The scholastic 
standing of nearby schools and the 
racial and social background of the 


j attending students should be taken 


j into consideration. The protection 
afforded the neighborhood through 
zoning regulations and deed re- 
strictions are of vital importance. 
These protective measures assure 
a buyer that nearby properties will 
be developed in a manner similar 
to his own and the undesirable 
use of land, will not be permitted. 


The selection of the site and the 


location of the house and the plant- 
ing of the home grounds for even 
a modest house comprises many 
problems with which the average 
person is unfamiliar, and it will 
often be found that better results 
with a minimum expenditure of 
time and money can be secured 
through the employment of repu- 
table professional advice In solv- 
ing the choice of the location for 
a home. 


Minnesota Home 
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ROOM IMPROVED 
BY LIGHT, COLOR 


There are many factors which 


affect the apparent size and ap- 
pearance of a room. When a room 
is too small or the ceilings too 
high or too low or the light not 
good, there are many ways to im- 
prove the situation, if it is not 
possible for financial or architec- 
tural reasons, to actually correct 
it. 


The height and type of a celing 


affect the apparent size of the 
room and the size and location of 
electric fixtures influences its ap- 
pearance. 
The color of the walls 


and the finish of the floor may 
be an aid or a detriment to the 
finished product. 


Decorators often resort to an old 


trick to make the floor space of a 
room seem larger. This is to finish 
the baseboard the same way that 
the floor is finished. When an all- 
over carpet is used, a strip of Bix 
inches or so, like a baseboard, can 
be painted the exact color of the 
carpet. 


Picture moldings fastened 
to 


walls where they join the ceiling 
heighten the wall effect, as do 
narrow baseboards.

ings, on the other hand, tend to 
lower a high ceiling.
